Here 40,000 Belgians 
lost their lives while making a 
determined andsuccessful effort 
to keep the Germans from tak- 
ing Dunkirk, France, only a few 
miles distant. We walked full, 
half a mile in the trenches 
which the soldiers of Belgium 
ocupied during their warfare.

Belgium is slowly recovering 
from the depression of the war, 
Mough its franc, formerly 
worth 20c, is now worth less 
tan 3c. Wages are low, and 


the prices high beyond all pro- 
portion to the wages. Clothing 
and merchandise are nearly as 
high as in the States, yet 35 
frans, $1.00 per day, is re- 
garded as fairly good remun- 
eration. Good housekeepers are 
paid about $1.00 a week.

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CATHOLIC SOCIAL 
ACTION PRAISED 
BY LEAGUE HEAD 


M. Albert Thomas, In Charge of the 
International Labor Office, Dis- 
cusses the Work of Father 
John A. Ryan. 


Paris.—The work of Dr. John A. 
Ryan, Director of the t of 
Social Action of the National Catholic 
Welfare Coriference, was cited by M. 
Albert Thomas, head of the Interna- 
tional Labor Office of the League of 
Nations, in his general report to the 
delegates at the recent international 
labor conference in Geneva. 


M. Thomas’ report contained a sub- 
stantial and sympathetic study of 
Catholic social doctrine. He stated 
notably that Catholics are not at all 
hostile, but the contrary, concerning 
projects for the benefit of the work- 
ingman. 

Quotes Father Ryan. 


“Labor,” he said, “shows a ten- 
dency to demand closer collaboration 
among the factors of production and 
a larger share in the management of 
industry. Last September, in the 
United States, Dr. John A. Ryan, 
director of social action of the Na- 
tional Catholic Welfare Conference, 
observed that ‘probably ninety per 
cent of those who begin life as wage 
earners leave life in the same social 
condition, a state of affairs which is 
prejudicial not only to the proper de- 
velopment of industry but also to the 
development of human faculties and 
human dignities.’ 

“To this feudal industry, Dr. Ryan 
proposes the triple remedy of partici- 
pation by labor in the profits, prop- 
erty and management of industrial 
enterprises.” 


Catholic Collaboration Feasible. 


“Thus it appears that the moral 
force of the Catholic Church can aid 
powerfully the work of social justice. 
Must we conclude, then, that between 
the Church and the international 
labor organization organic bonds 
should be established? Recently, in 
view of the Lateran accords, the prob- 
lem has been raised anew. Some pub- 
licists have stated that in the course 
of the last few years we would ask 
the Vatican to adhere as a member to 
the international labor organization 
and that the Vatican would, it appear- 
ed, reply that it could not enter into 
such an organization without having 
the presidence and direction of it. 


“All this is pure fantasy. As a 
matter of fact, we have studied how 
this great moral collaboration which 
we have just mentioned might be put 
into effect, whether by means of arti- 
cle 404 of the Versailes treaty or by 
any other method. It has been de- 
cided simply that a priest might re- 
ceive from his Ordinary authorization 
to participate in the work of the 
Labor Office to assure, day by day, the 
necessary relations. This has been 
done and we have the pleasure to say 
with complete success.”

C. P. A. Committee 
Convicts Another 
Fraudulent Agent 


Cincinnati.—Joseph Garguilo, alias 
Joseph Costello, who fraudulently 
represented himself to be a subscrip- 
tion agent of a Catholic publication, 
has just been sentenced to serve two 
years in the Ohio State Penitentiary. 

On December 8, of last year, Joseph 
Garguilo and a companion who is still 
at large, called pn a Catholic family 
in Springfield, O., and without au- 
thority represented themselves to be 
agents of a Catholic institution to 
solicit subscriptions to a_ periodical 
published by the institution. The head 
of the family was so impressed with 
the worthiness of the cause as set 
forth by the two men that he gave 
them a check for $100, payable to the 
periodical, Garguilo is said to have 
forged the endorsement to the check 
and to have divided the proceeds be- 
tween himself and his companion, one 
James P. Magevney. Neither Garguilo 
nor his companion were employed by 
the Catholic publishers, and conse- 
quently had no authority to represent 
their interests. 

Garguilo’s conviction was due in 
large measure to the vigorously ac- 
tive campaign being carried on by the 
Circulation Vigilance Committee of 
the Catholic Press Association, 
through its Central Bureau.
